Washington, February 9.—(Special.)—Senor Don Enrique

cotton mills, paying a 16 per cent dividend, 
have Joined in a 10 per cent reduction of 
the wages paid employees, against which 
the latter have struck. Now the employers 
shut themselves up in their fine houses, 
toasting their shins by anthracite fires, 
Waile their 10,000 employees, out in the cold 
and the snow, are scrambling for free fish 
end bowls of soup. 


When the pinching began to reach the 


east there were individual reductions, sus- 
pensions of what was called ‘“‘extra force,” 
and the other highly respectable methods 
by which large-paunched gentlemen know 
how to squeeze in when the pressure be- 
com unbearable. These resources ex- 
hausted, the corporations found the work 
more difficult when thousands had to be 
included in one swoop. The operatives in 
the cotton manufacturing and other indus- 
tries, bound up by the presence of increas- 
ed wages when McKinley should*be elect- 
ed, became bolder in their legislative de- 
mands and called for freedom from cer- 
tain restrictions from which they suffered 
during work hours. To offset this effort on 
the one hand, and to prepare for the 
crumbling of values which they had done 
so much to bring about, the gentlemen of 
the Arkwright Club held a meeting in Bos- 
ton, the result of which was the determina- 
tion that there should be a cut of 10 per 
cent im the wages paid the cotton opera- 
tives, or “‘help,”’ as the “anglicised” treas- 
urers prefer to call them. The ostensible 
reason for this was to equalize the wages 
to the scale alleged to be paid in the south. 
All at onte southern competition became 
& great bugaboo, and something must be 
dene to get rid of it. 
The Great Strike Inaugurated. 

The operatives of what we will here call 
the Massachusetts “district,” were as- 
tounded at this decision, and prepared for 
res.stance. The chiefs of the various unions 
got together and discussed the situation. 
here was an incipient strike on foot in 
every mill in the state, but matters were 
somewhat quieted down in Fall River and 
Lowell, and it was decided that all should 
go to work on the best terms poasible, con- 
\ributing, however, to the support of the 
operatives in New Bedford, where the bat> 
ile with corporate grecd was to be fought, 
ied on the one side by John F. Knowles, 
president of the Acushnet mills, which had 
just declared a dividend of 16 per cent, and 
on the other by the various unions into 
which the cotton operatives are divided.

The duty of filling the 
executive chair devolves upon the congressional branch and 
accordingly two vice presidents, first amd second, wefe desig- 
nated some time ago. They are eligible in the order of their 
choice. When the excitement of the tragedy hag passed, a 
presidential election may be held.

When Was the Letter Written? 


The information of the state department 
is necessar.ly limited on a commun.-cation 
of this character, as it had not passed 
thorough official channels. It is not a com- 
munication of the Spanish minister to his 
government. Being to Senor Canalejas, who 
is not a member of the Spanish cabinet, 
although of high stand ng as an adviser 0! 
the government, the letter is said to be 
further removed than such official com- 
munications as come to the attention of 
the state department. It is not expected, 
therefore, that the department will be able 
to throw any light on the accuracy of the 
letter, for the present at least. 

The circumstances under which a letter 
of this character could escape from the 
privacy of the two persons between whom 
it Was passed excites much comment. The 
general bel ef is that it was never delivered 
to Senor Canalejas, but was stolen while 
en route. Canalejas was in Washington 
some months ago, and then went to Cuba 
for the purpose of observing the condition 
of affairs there. As a former minister in 
liberal cabinets—having been minister o! 
justice—and as the editor of El Heraldo 
at Madrid, he was accorded a warm recep- 
tion by Minister Dupuy DeLome, who gave 
a banquet in his holier, which was attend- 
ed by a number of prominent public men. 
He then left for Cuba, and his mission nec- 
essarily brought him into cont nued corre- 
spondence with Minister DeLome. As the 
letter bears no date, the time that it was 
forwarded can only be fixed by the con- 
text. That it was after the president's 
message is evident.

SENATOR MASON’S SPEECH. 


Republican Pleads for Cuban Recog- 
nition. 

Washington, February 9.—For more than 
three hours today the senate chamber 
rang with eloquent appeals in behalf of 
the Cuban insurgents. Announced speeches 
were delivered by Senator Cannon, of 
Utah, and Senator Mason, of Iilinois, in 
advocacy of the adoption of the resolutions 
which they had presented to the senate. 
The senate galleries ‘were packed with 
people who were aware this would prove 
a field day of Cuban oratory. 

Mr. Cannon’s speech was a calm and 
dispassionate argument in support of his 
resolution. He declared that in the con- 
flict in Cuba, Spain, afraid to meet the 
insurgents in the field, had resorted to a 
policy of bribery and starvatfbn. Of this 
he believed the American people could not 
be brought to approve. 

While Mr. Cannon was speaking a gsen- 
sational incident occurred. A member of 
the house of representatives standing near 
the speaker audibly denounced as a Ife 
seemingly some statement Mr. Cannon had 
made. Mr., Cannon, pale with feeling, 
made reply to what at the moment seemed 
an insult, but which was subsequently sat- 
isfactorily explained. 

‘Mr. Mason followed Mr. Hale in a long 
and at times flery speech, in which he 
urged the president immediately to inter- 
vene in the Cuban war and end the strug- 
gie which on both sides had become 60 
brutal as to shock the sensibilities of 
the civilized worki, He did not believe 
war would result from intervention, but 
thought if it should it would be a war of 
glory and of honor. 

Referring to the situation as !t was pre- 
sented when Mr. McKinley assumed the 
presidency, Mr. Cannon satd [ft was almost 
an earthly omnipotence which the prest- 
dent possessed and possesses now. The 
recognition of the belligerent rights of the 
insurgents would have been of immense 
advantage at any time during the present 
war, but now such recognition would abso-~- 
lutely terminate the terrible struggle. 

“What is it that stays the hand of Mc- 
Kinley? We have waited iong, but our 
waiting has been in vain and our cup of 
waiting is now full.” 

A sensational interruption of Mr. Can- 
non occurred. There was a buzz of con- 
versation among those of the spectators— 
members of the house of representatives 
and ovhers—who lined the inner walls of 
the senate chamber when Mr. Hale, of 
Maine, addressed the vice president. He 
expressed the hope that order might be 
preserved and the rules of the senate 
strictly observed. 

Just as the interruption occurred Mr. 
Cannon had made the statement that every 
rife in the hands of the Cuban patriots 
had cost them $200. 
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have come from the United States. Every 
railroad and every express company and 
every filibustering expedition which has 
landed arms and munitions of war upon 
— island of Cuba has taken its deadly 
toll.’ 

‘the remark which Mr. Cannon referred 
to came from a member of the house 
who was talking to another member just 
behind the senate chairs. 

Mr. Hale followed Mr. Cannon with a 
motion to refer the Cannon resolution to 
the committee on foreign relations, and 
with a speech deprecatory of the policy 
of congressional declaration on the Cuban 
question and in support of the course of 
the administration on that question. He 
closed with a motion to refer the resolu- 
tion to the committee on foreign relations, 
which was done without division. 

Mr. Cannon again took the floor for a 
brief personal explanation bearing upon the 
scene in which he had participated toward 
the close of his remarks. He said the gen- 
tlemen to whose utterances he had taken 
exception had explained to him that their 
utterance had reference to another subject. 
He was willing, he said, to accept the ex- 
planation as he had no doubt the senate 
would ive. | 


Mason’s Appeal for the Cubans. 


Mr. Mason, of Illinois, was then recog- 
nized, and the expectancy of the great 
crowd which swelled the gallories was at 
the keenest pitch. 

“I deny the insinuation,”’ said he sharply, 
“that this is an effort to put the adminis- 
tration in leading strings.’’ He was a re 
publican and was proud of the patriotism 
of the executive, But, Mr. Mason said, he 
spoke his personal convictions on the cause 
of Cuba. The senator from Maine had de- 
clared that no American names could be 
cited in connection with the Cuban cause, 
but at least two names could be given 
from passing memory—Funston, of Kansas, 
and Raby, son of a well-known citizen of 
Chicago. Supplies and relief had been flow- 
ing to Cuba and with them the arms and 
power with which the Spaniards were to 
kill the women ahd children of Cuba. 

“T am charged with seeking war,” 
exclaimed the senator, “but my reso- 
lution is for peace. One word from 
this administration would bring peace 
to this continent, and under the provi- 
dence of God we believe it would bring 
indepen ence to Cuba.”’ 

There was a burst of applatige at this 
declaration. The thumb screws of the in- 
quisition was again brought into use in 
Cuba, proceeded Mr. Mason. The pinchers 
that tear the flesh from human bones have 
contributed to the carnival of cruelty. 
Three hundred thousand people starved. 
Three hundred thousand more are marching 
to the grace. And yet the cry was raised 
that war was being sought, when the one 
and only cry was for peace and an end to 
this atrocity. 

Mr. Hale interrupted at this point to say 
that Mr. Mason’s figures of those said to 
be dead and starving were far exaggerated 
and out of all proportion to known popula- 
tion of the island. 

“Such statements are monstrous,”’ declar- 
ed ‘Mr. Hale. 

‘“That’s what Y think,” 
Mason. 

The statemenc was monstrous, added Mr. 
Hale, in its inconsistency with the known 
number of people on the island. The figures 
given would show, he said, that one’out of

r three of the population had died. 


‘Yes, and in some provinces 50 per cent, 
or one in two,” answered Mr. Mason. He 
said he would establish his statement by 
the letters of Mr. Pepper, a man recognized 
as conservative in his statements. 

Mr. Hale interposed that if the statements 
of newspaper correspondents were to be 
cited then both views should be given and 
the statement of Mr. Weightman, another 
newspaper correspondent, should be placed 
alongside of Mr. Pepper's. 

Mr. Mason proceeded to read the state- 
ments of correspondents as to the famine 
and distress in Cuba. He calied attention 
to the fact that Mr. Pepper’s startling 
statements had been written since the mild- 
mannered Blanco had assumed control in 
Cuba and had attempted to bribe the in- 
surgents into peace—the insurgents whom 
he was 2@-aid to fight. He referred to the 
statements of Mr. Hale that Grant had not 
interferred in the ten years’ war, but he 
urged that the situation both in this coun- 
try and in Europe had materially changed 
since that time. Our own country, he sald, 
was in the throes of reconstruction at the 
time and was in no position to intervene 
in that war. Now our position is different 
and back of it all was the demand of our 
own people that we take official and de fi- 
nite cognizance of the war in Cuba. This 
he discussed from the view point of an in- 
ternational lawyer. 

Referring to the duty of the ~ United 
States, Senator Mason said: 

“This government ought to main- 
tain that the horrible massacres, which 
are now too common in the island of 
Cuba and conducted under the guise 


of warfare, must be stopped. 

“We have no right as a neutral nation, 
fully regardful of the rights of all, to look 
upon such a warfare as within any reas- 
onable construction of international law. 
The flag of truce has been abandoned, 
prisoners of war are being shot and it Is 
evident that no rule of civilized warfare 
is being observed. The conflict has devel- 
oped into a mere matter of murder on 
both sides—prisoners of war being shot or 
macheted without trial.” 

Mr. Mason described the recent killing of 
the Cuban general, Aranguren, depicting 
brilliantly and with much effect all the 
shocking details of that act. He declared 
this was not civilized warfare and he held 
that the government of the United States 
had ample authority to interfere and to de- 
mand that the rules of warfare recognized 
by civilized nations be respected. He re- 
ferred briefly to the trip made by Captain 
General Blanco through the island, riding 
as he did ride, in an armored car wnder 
a heavy escort of Spanish troops. 

“Thus he went,” declared Mr. Mason, 
“leaving men, women and children to 
starve while the funds which were placed 
in his hands to relieve the distress of the 
reconcentrados and pacificos were being 
used to appeal as bribes to the Cuban lead- 
ers with itching palms:’ 


Blanco’s Insult to Gomez. 


Mr. Mason then read a letter purporting 
to” be the answer of General Gomez to Gen- 
eral Blanco’s offer of a vessel to enable 
him (Gomez) to leave the tsiand of Cuba 
in safety. 

“Think of this grand old soldier, brave 
as he is,” shouted Mr. Mason, “fight’ng for 
a country he loves, fighting in storm and 
sunshine, fighting, too, with the knowledge 
that his own son had been sacrificed to the 
cause. Think of his being approached by 
that bribe giver. that military prostitute, 
Blanco, w'th a pitiful bribe for his honor. 

“Now that the Spanish forces have re- 
fused open battle,” said Mr. Mason, “the 
only hope of Spain is to overcome the Cu- 
ban leaders by bribes.” 

Reverting again te discussion of the bear- 
ing of international law upon the conflict, 
Mr. Mason contended that Uncle Sam was, 
‘in effect. a policeman whose duty it was 
to exerc'se his power to prevent bloodshed 
upon the fair istand. 

“Should the president take such action?’ 
declared Mr. Mason, “he would, as has been 
the case un every other crisis of our coun- 
try, have behind him the army and the 
navy, and, above all, the people.” 

Mr. Mason read a letter from an Ameri- 


éd in killing hundreds of thousands by his 
policy of concentration. There could, he 
said, be no vicarious atonement for a na- 
tion’s crime and the law of compensation 
would demand punishment for the crimes 
here inflicted. While these men and wo- 
men were starving, the senator sad, the 
bucket shops send us price lists. “‘As for 
me,” he exclaimed, “I cannot give atten- 
tion to pork prices in Illinois so long as 
this condition of affairs continues in Cuba. 

These stock jobbers tell us that war is hell. 
All right. In Cuba it is worse than hell.”” + 

Dante, he said, pictured with unri- 
valed pen the horror of hell, but was 
incapabale of depicting the terrors of 
life of the reconcentrados. 

Continuing Mr. Mason said that when the 
bucket shops write the legislation for the 
country the evil day is upon us. The fe- 
publican party had promised to put a stop 
to this cond.tion of affairs and no one man 
had a right to interdict this resolution, let 
him sit in the white house or elsewnere. 

At this point the applause was vociferous. 

A Hit at Tom Reed. 

Mr. Mason declared that notwithstanding 
the declaration of the St. Louis platform 
nothing had been done—“nothing,”’ he said, 
“except to pass a belligerency resolution In 
the senate,’”’ and he added, amid great 
laughter, referring evidently to Speaker 
Reed, “it is not certain whether HE will 
pass it on the other side.” 

Mr/ Mason dec.ared Spain was jealous 
of our nearness to Cuba ané expressed the 
opinion that there was an effort in Spain 
to force this country to buy Cuba. He 
said the Spaniards had always been hostile 
to the republican jnstitutions of this coun- 
try. Indeed, from the beginning of our 
history there had scarcely, been an admin- 
istration which had not been compelled to 
deal with the bad faith of Spain. Spain 
was without honor, without cash and wiih- 
out credit. Her soldiers were conscripts 
and: her captain generals either thieves, 
like Weyer, or pré*e-e*vers like Blanco.

“We do not want the island, but if 
necessary to save the women and chil- 
dren of the island, let us, for God’s 


sake, buy them.”’ 

He declared the autonomy which Spain 
had offered to Cuba was a gold brick which 
Spain was trying to work off on the presi- 
dent. He said the president had seen only 
the telegraphic summary furnished by the 
Span'sh ministry when he wrote the mes- 
sage and that this summary was the result 
of a mére confidence game on the part of 
the Spanish ministry. It was evident, he 
said, the president had been deceived, as 
the real scheme was withheld until after 
the message was written. 

Mr. Mason ridiculed the echeme of au- 
tonomy proposed. He pointed out that the 
captain general could dissolve the proposed 
Cuban parliament and pass the appropr.a- 
tion bills and declare martial law “at his 
own sweet will’ without any reference to 
the desires of the Cuban people. ‘And 
yet,” said Mr. Masdn, “this is the gtorious 
scheme of autonomy which is to do 60 
much for Cuba. Is that the independence 
the republican party proposed to assist the 
Cubans in obtaining?” 

He declared that Pres'dent McKinley was 
being imposed upon until the Spanish au- 
thorities had time to murder and bribe yet 
a few more of those to whom self-govern- 
ment had been promised. Mr. Mason said 
he believed that certainly not less than 200,- 
000 persons had fal'en victims to Spanish 
brutality and he felt that the number was 
not less than 500,000. “Shali we wait?’’ he 
inquired, “‘unti) the rest of them have been 
annihilated?” 

By the resolution which he had offered, 
Mr. Mason said this country in effect de- 
clared to Spa‘n that she must go from the | 
island of Ciba, and any differences be- 
tween the United States and the Madrid 
government arising out of the declaration 
would be settled before th@ courts of the 
world. ‘“‘When we have fed the starving 
women and children,” said he, ‘“‘we will 
settie with Spain on land or sea. In the 
closing hours of this nineteenth century 
we shall demonstrate that there is one 
great nation—the greatest in the world— 
that 's not seeking additional land or more 
territory by conquest.” 

In conclusion, after a more extended ex- 
tended explantion of his intcrést in the 
Cuban cause, Mr. Mason said: 

‘““Mr. President, if there is to be a war 
let it be a war not of our seeking, no® a 
war in which our soldiers shal carry 
torches in their hand, but let it be a war 
either in defense of our country or in de- 
fense of the imperishable jewels of hu- 
manity, jewels more sacred than life—a 
war of giory and honor.” 

On motion of Mr. Hale the resolu‘ion 
was referred to the committee on foreign 
reiations. 

Mr. Morgan introduced a resolution re- 
questing the President to send to the sen- 
ate copies of reports made by the consul 
general of the United States at Hevana 
and other consuls of the United States in 
Cuba relating to the war which have been 
received since the 4th of March last. The 
resolution was allowed to lie on the table.

The line of goods made by these 
mills have varied, 80 as to meet the re- 
quirements of the trade, and in conse- 
quence have called for operatives of the 
highest skill, at wages often in excess of 
the union scates in order to get the help 
Competition from any 
source did not hurt this mil and in the 
worst of seasons it never failed to pay a 
dividend of 6 per cent. Now, in such a 
mill as this, where Operatives have had the 
best of show!ng, notwithstanding what 
treasurers claim to pay, the weavers have 
not been able to make over $6.50 a week. 
How cun a man economize on such wages 
as this? We have laws against child labor, 
that is making the age of fourteen the 
limit, but the continued inability of fami- 
lies to live on the Wages made has forced 
fathers and mothers into whin!esule perjury 
'n regard to the ages of their children, so 
that they may go to work. If you would 
go into a mill while at work you would see 
the smatest-sized fourteen-year-old girls 
and boys in the world. To tell you the 
truth, they are counted four years old at 
birth and raised so to regard themselves. 

“Now,” continued the “TI will 
tell vou how we have to live. There are 
only three mouths of the year when we 
can do without coal, and even then we 
must have a fire in the evenings. Hard 
coal costs us here $6.50 a ton and it takes 
seven tons a year to see a family out, not 
counting some wood which have to g0 
with it.

The statement of our contemporary 
in regard to the ieasvclis that ied the 
constitutional convention of i877 i In- 
hibit cities and counties trom inccls- 
ing bonds or remitting taxes us currect- 
iy statea. Under repuolcan ruie tue 
state went to one exireme, and under 
the impulse of democratic reform it 
went to the other. 

The Press says that in some quart- 
ers of the state there are rumors of ob- 
jection. We have not neard of these 
rumors, but if our contemporary ccr- 
rectly gives ‘the grounds of objection, 
they are hardly worthy of serious con- 
sideration. 

The principal objection is said to be 
in the nature of a complaiat that the 
purpose of the convention is to move 
for “class legislation;” that “it is the 
protection of one form of industry at 
the expense of another;” that “if cotton 
manufacturers are to have: remittance 
of city taxes, railroads should enjoy 
such immunity also;’’ and that “if these 
interests are to be given such a bonus, 
surely the agricultural interests are wor- 
thy of state and county exemption, and 
so on.” 

First as to “class legislation.”” How 
can that be called classed legislation 
which is intended to apply to all produc- 
tive industries without regard to kind 
or character? If the movement were | 
intended for the benefit of cottoh manu- 
factories alone, there might be some 
excuse for talking about “class legisla- 
tion.” But there is neither purpose nor 
desire on the part of those who inaugur- 
ated the movement to give any form 
of productive industry any advantage 
Over another. 

But the real nature of the movement 
is an effort on the part of the munici- 
palities of Georgia to regain the right, 
unjustifiably and wumnecessarily taken 
away from them by the constitution of 
1877, to manage their own local affairs, 
and to take guch steps in behalf of 
community development that a majority 
of that community may deem wise, and 
Safe and proper. We need not in- 
form our able Savannah contemporary 
that this is the essence of democracy, 
being in the nature of home rule. This 
is really the basis of the movement, and 
it involves a principle dear to every 
democrat. 

The convention which assembles here 
today will inaugurate a movement for 
the resumption of certain rights that 
are really inherent in municipalities 
under our form of government—the right 
to use their power to further communi- 
ty development. The unnecessary re- 
peal by the state of the right of com- 
munities to foster industrial enterprises 
in fhe only equitable way in which they 
can be fostered, has resulted in no good 
ito the state itself, and certainly the 
citizens of municipalities have received 
no benefit. 

The Constitution is of the opinion 
that those who would sct the railways 
over against productive industries can 
have no clear idea of the relations 
which the transportation companies 
bear to these industries. The railway 
managers themselves are interested in 
fostering productive industries, and they 
enter more heartily into schemes hay- 
ing that purpose in view than any other 
interest. And the reeson is not far 
to seek. The railway officials know 
that they will be called on tO carry every 
pound of raw material that goes to 
the doors of the industries, as well as 

e bulk of the finished product..These 
freights add permanently to the re- 
sources of the roads. 

But how about the agricultural inter- 
ests? Well, the farmers know perfect- 
ly well that the establishment of fac- 
tories and foundries and other produc- 
tive industries adds to the population of 
communities, gives employment to the 
idle, and thus makes more profitable 
markets for the products. of the farms. 
If a new cotton factory is established, a 
new demand is created for cotton: if 
a foandry, a new impulse is given to 
the development of our mineral lands. 
And so with every conceivable form of 
productive industry. Each one puts 
new forces at work, and these forces 
must be fed by the farmer. 

It is to be hoped that The Press does 
mot confuse this municipal movement 
with a demand to exempt industries 
from state taxation. There is no such 
demand. It would be undemocratic, 
and The Constitution would oppose it. 
Therefore, every new industry that is 
established as the result of exemption. 
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| from municipal license and taxation ‘is 


simply AN ADDITION TO THE TAX- 
ABLE PROPERTY OF THE STATE 
AT LARGER, and. will contribute to the 
extent of its taxable value toward les- 
sening the burdens of all who are called 


on to pay taxes to the state. 


It will thus be seen that the move- 
ment which the convention of mayors 
and business men is to inangurate ig as 
strongly intrenched in reason and jus- 
tice as any that ever had its origin in 
the desires of the people for home rule 
and for the development of their. re- 
eources. The municipalities simply de- 
sire to have restored to them a right 
that should be inherent in a communi- 
ty. They desire to benefit themselves 
by fostering industries. and whatever 
benefits them in the way of estab- 
lishing new industries wiil add to the 
taxable property of the state, and thus 
directly benefit all the taxpayers. 

In behalf of those who are engaged 
in the movement, The Constitution chal- 
lenges the “searching inquiries” referred 
to by our esteemed Savannah contem- 
porary. 


The Situation in New England. 

In today’s issue of The Constitution 
appears the first of a series of articles 
from the pen of our special staff cor- 
respondent, Mr. P. J. Moran, relating to 
the present status of the cotton industry 
in the New England states. 

On account of the widespread inter- 
est which is felt throughout this sec- 
tion in what appears to be the serious, 
if not critical, embarrassment of the 
New England cotton industry, The Con- 
stitution has dispatched Mr. Moran to 
that section with instructions to visit 
all the leading centers engaged in the 
cotton manufacture, and to inquire thor- 
oughly into the nature of existing com- 
plications. In his efforts to arrive at 
the exact truth of the situation in New 
ingland, Mr. Moran is directed to spare 
no pains and to leave no stone un- 
turned. Upon the result of his investi- 
gations the readers of The Constitution 
can place reliance. 

Mr. Moran will remain in New Eng- 
land for geveral days, and every phase 
of tne industrial situation in that sec- 
tion will be thoroughly discussed by 
him in the columns of The Constitu-

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Georgia at Omaha. 


The Georgia commission for the Oma- 
ha exposition ig receiving gratifying re- 
sponses to its requests for contributions 
to pay the expenses of the state’s dis- 
play at the Trans-Mississippi and Inter- 
national exposition to be held in Omaha 
this summer 

Each of the members of the commis- 
sion contributed to the fund, and most 
of the railroads of the state have con- 
tributed the amounts which the com- 
mission thought proper to ask of them. 
The railroads which have not yet re- 
sponded have the matter under advise- 
ment, and will answer at an early date. 
Many individvals have responded to the 
call of the commission, and if the re- 
sults. accomplished by the commission 
since it began active work can be taken 
as a basis, there is no doubt that with- 
in a very short while the necessary 
fund will be forthcoming. 

There is no state in the union that 
can make a more aitractive display at 
this great exposition than Georgia, and 
there was never a better time for a com- 
plete exhibit of the wonderful variety 
of the state’s resources. The commis- 
sion is composed of representative Geor- 
gians. who are giving their time and at- 
tention to the work intrusted to them, 
and it should be the pleasure of every 
city in the state to make liberal re- 
sponse to their call for aid. 
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Bermuda and Cattle Raising. 

Reference was made in these col- 
umns yesterday to the sale of 370 head 
of Georgia cattle to parties in Cincin- 
nati by Mr. T. L. Brown, of Davisboro, 
in this state. It was stated that the 
transaction netted ‘Mr. Brown $5,000— 
a pretty comfortable profit to make on 
any trade in these griping times. 

It is also said that Mr. Brown has 
been in the cattle business for several 
years, and now sells 1,000 head a year. 
The probability is, then, that he makes 
$10,000 a year. This profit, however, 
does not come altogether from the bare 
sale of cattle; anybody can sell cattle: 
but it comes from knowing how, and 
where, and when to sell them. That 
comes from experience, but experience 
is worth little unless it is based on a 
fair degree of business aptness and abil- 
ity. 

The real important fact in the trans- 
action is that the cattle are scrub cat- 
tle and that they are fattened on past- 
ure lands in the southern part of mid- 
die Georgia. Whether the cattle were 
fattened on wiregrass or on bermuda 
makes little difference; but the fact 
that they were fattened in Georgia 
pastures is all important. 

Bermuda, which the farmers regarded 
as little less than a curse thirty vears 
ago, has proved to be a great regener- 
ator. From Curtwright’s Factory, in 
yreene county, where if first made its 
appearance, it has slowly spread all 
over middle Georgia, and it is now noted 
ag the most perfect stock feed, green 
or dry, the world has ever seen. Farm- 
ers in some sections are now wise 
enough to transplant it to their lands. 
and the result is always satisfactory. 
It interferes with no crop, it enriches 
the land, and makes a pasture that pro- 
duces better results than the famous 
Kentucky blue grass. 

It will grow on any soil the sun shines 
on, red, or black, or gray. When grown 
for hay, it produces phenomenal! yields. 
When pastured, the results are equally 
surprising. It grows rapidly. and an 
acre of it will fatten more cattle than 
an acre of any other grass. And it 
has this peculiarity—that winter frosts 
and freezes simply cure it in the field 
without killing it. It is a fact wel} 
known that a field of bermuda, brown 
and apparentiy dead in winter, will keep 
cattle fatter than the forage cured and 
under cover. There is more nutriment 
in the frost killed bermuda than there is 
in an equal quantity of timothy. 

This being so, there is no reason why 
Georgia should not become the greatest 
cattle-raising state in the union. In- 
stead of following Mr. Brown’s example, 
let the farmers better it. There is no 
frame in the world that resists fat more 
persistently than the scrub cattle. They 
‘have become so inured to short rations. 
grinning ribs and high hip-bones. that 
these features have become fixtures. 
And yet, this same breed, when crossed 
onthe Durham or Devon, makes the fin- 


est beef cattle in the world, and occa- | 
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By all means, let the Georgia scrubs 
be crossed on the Shorthorns, and the 
bermuda pastures will do the rest. It 
is, of course, easier to state a fact than 
to produce the result; but, at the very 
least, Mr. Brown's success should open 
the eyes of some of our people and stim- 
ulate them into venturing somewhat 
out of the ordinary lines of farming. 

It is true that cattle-selling is more 
profitable than cattle-raising, but there 
is no reason why our farmers, with past- 
ures that can be made permanent with 
one sowing, should not be able to raise 
their cattle and sell them in the market 
where they will command a premium. 
It is a matter that only requires a lit- 
tle more exertion—a little more exercise 
of the business faculties. * 
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Higher Education. 

Dr. Charles F. Thwing, president of 
the Western Reserve university, located 
at Cleveland, O., hag just published the 
fourth of a series of volumes on the re- 
lationships which American colleges and 
universities sustain to American life. 

Of course, it is out of the question to 
undertake anything like a comprehen- 
sive review of this exhaustive work, but 
to note some of its principal features 
may not be amiss in this connection. 
In the first place Dr. Thwing observes 
that the number of men whom the col- 
leges and universities of the country 
have trained for public life in its most 
important phases is largely in excess of 
the number of men which have 
sprung from other sources. To 
prove ___ this statement, he cites 
the fact that Harvard univer- 
sity has given to the nation three pres- 
idents, two vice presidents, seven min- 
isters to England and hosts of judges, 
congressmen, United States senasors, 
cabinet officers, diplomatists and gov- 
ernors. With respect to the contribu- 
tions of Yale college to the official life 
of the nation, Dr. Thwing goes still fur- 
ther into detail. Yale has produced 
one vice president, seventeen cabinet 
officers, one chief justice and three as- 
sociate justices of the supreme court of 
the United States, fifty senators, one 
hundred and eighty-seven congressmén, 
twenty-two ministers to foreign coun- 
tries and forty governors. According to 
this same authority, Princeton has fur- 
nished one president, three vice pres- 
idents, twenty cabinet officers, twenty- 
eight governors and one hundred and 
seventy-one congressmen. For only 
three institutions of learning, the fore- 
going record is certainly remarkable, 
but Dr. Thwing states that other insti- 
tutions have done almost equally as 
well in proportion. 

But in the realm of letters, it appears 
from the interesting citations of Dr. 
Thwing that the influence of college and 
university discipline is all the more ap- 
parent. Of the great American poets, 
Lowell and Holmes graduated from 
Harvard, Bryant from Williams and 
Longfellow from Bowdoin. Although 
Poe did not receive a college diploma, 
he spent some time at “West Point. 
Whittier is the only one of the great 
poets who did not enjoy in early life 
the benefits of callegiate instruction. 
Of the historianS who have illustrated 
American literature, Motley, Parks, Ban- 
croft, Parkman and Prescott all received 
collegiate educations. Of great invent- 
ors, Whitney and Morse come under 
the classification of college graduates. 

While the foregoing list is necessari- 
ly incomplete, it throws enough light 
upon the proposition which Dr. Thwing 
makes to show that there is some truth 
in it. Undoubtedly the eolleges and 
universities of the country, north, south, 
east and west, are doing much toward 
building up and illustrating the nation, 
and the influence for good which pro- 
ceeds from them cannot be over-estimat- 
ed. Without denying the fact that 
great public usefulness is possible with- 
out collegiate preparation, it nevertheless 
remains that the discipline which our 
higher institutions of learning furnish 
is essential to the complete and .well- 
rounded development of our public men. 
If this has been true in times past, it is 
destined to become even more so in the 
future. With the progress which the 
world is making in science, art, litera- 
ture and statesmanship, the demand for 
educated minds is all the more impera- 
tive, and without exaggeration it may 
be detlared that the hope of our land in 
the coming years is lodged in its col- 
leges and universities, 
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How Did He Become an “Ex?” 

What a pity it is that our national 
councils are deprived of the shining tal- 
ents of ex-Congressman William R. 
Moore, of Tennessee. One so qualified 
by uatural and acquired gifts to as- 
sist the government in the distribution 
of seed should not be allowed to remain 
for one moment in the obscurity of pri- 
vate life; and why the constituents of 
the ex-congressman ever consented to 
part with his services is something 
Which can hardly be reconciled with 
proper discernment on their part. 

Several days ago when preparations 
were being made by the citizens of Mem- 
phis to celebrate the election of Hon. T. 
B. Turley to the United States senate, 
ex-Congressman Moore was invited to 
occupy a seat on the stage of the Mem- 
phis auditorium. This same courtesy 
Was extended to various other leading 
citizens of Memphis less for the 
purpose of making the occasion 
one of political rejoicing than of 
bestowing upon the senator-elect the 
hearty congratulation of his fellow cit- 
izens. Most of the number thus com- 
plimented readily availed themselves 
of the privilege, but the sagacious and 
profound ex-Congressman Moore not 
only felt called upon to decline the in- 
Vitation without thanks, but also to 
excoriate the committee on arrange- 
ments for deigning to trifle with his 
name. In order to give proper vent to 
his indignation, the ex-congressman first 
besought the local papers for the free- 
dom of their columns, but failing in this 
modest request he next conceived the 
idea of sending out cireulars fully ex- 
plaining his views in the matter. and 
setting himself right before the world. 
So invoking the assistance of the job 
printer ex-Congressman Moore had sev- 
eral hundred circular letters printed and 
addressed to the press and to the sen- 
aiorg and representatives of the United 
States in congress assembled. Of course 
the views of one so inftuential and dis- 
tinguished in public matters as ex-Con- 
gressman Moore needed to be set right, 
not only for the satisfaction of the ex- 
congressman himself, but also for the 
guidance and enlightenment of our na- 
tional lawmakers. In the judgment of 
ex-Congressman Moore it might serious- 
ly jeopardize the interests of the coun- 
try for his views on the financial ques- 
tion to be misunderstood in Washing-

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Mr. Hugh Middleton, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Southern Lyceum Association, 
believes that every state in the south 
should follow the example of Tennessee in 
providing for the maintenance of free pub- 
lic libraries. Some time ago the legislature 
of Tennessee enacted a measure authoriz- 
ing municipal corporations of 20,000 popula- 
tion and uwpnward to estabHsh free libraries 
within their limits and to provide for their 
proper maintenance by levy!ng a tax of 
not more than 1 cent annually on each $100 
of taxable property belonging’ to such 
municipalities. Mr. Middleton states that 
under the operation of this measure Ten- 
nessee is enabled to offer better library 
advantages than any other state in the 
south. He further states that while no tax 
levy has yet been made in Nashville, the 
city council has appropriated $2,500 to the 
support of the Howard library in that city 
for the current year. As for Memphis, he 
states that the income which the tax levy 
will bring to the Cossett library of that 
city for the current year will amount to 
the sum of $8,000. In view of these facts 
Mr. Middleton claims that Georgia and 
other southern states which are not doing 
what they ought to do in ‘tibrary matters 
should follow the lead of Tennessee. With 
the exception of Mississippi there is no 
other state in this section which offers 
legislative encouragement and support to 
free public libraries. 


Gladstone’s malady is almost exactly like 
that from which Bismarck has suffered so 
long, says The New York Times, facial 
neuralgia and deep mental depression be- 
ing the chief symptoms in both cases. The 
English statesman, however, is hardly 
likely to give the same explanation of his 
pains as was recently propounded by the 
grimly ‘humorous Teuton.

Bismarck, by the way, declares 
that this “‘depression’’ is due simply to the 
burden of years. ‘“‘Wait till you are elgnhty- 
three,’’ he exclaimed to a friend, “and see 
how you feel, especially if you have gspent 
nearly half a century in struggles and 
anxiety.”’ 
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The Manufacturers’ Meeting. 
From The Savannah Press. 

There will be opposition to the idea of 
the Atlanta meeting next week. The ob- 
ject of that meeting was to agitate the 
subject of an amendment to the state con- 
stitution so that cities could exempt from 
taxation cotton manufactures for a certain 
term of years. Under the constitution of 
1877 no city or county could lend its credit 
by indorsing bonds or remitting taxes for 
any purpose. The experience of Georgia 
during the Bullock regime, when thousands 
of dollars were voted away upon railroads, 
was enough to sicken the people with this 
sort of state aid. The last time the state 
gave its indorsement to a railroad was 
in the case of the Northeastern railway 
of Georgia and the state is now operating 
that road in consequence. The opinion of 
the people was unalterably against a rep- 
etition of these errors, which were com- 
the wildcat era of the re- 
publican regime. 

The Atlanta convention has been called 
to organize a movement for the amendment 
of so much of this inhibition as will ena- 
bie a city to exempt for a time new man- 
ufactures from municipal taxation. In 
some quarters there are rumors of objec- 
tion. The friends of the movement declare 
that Georgia is falling behind the Caro- 
linas, Tennessee, Virginia and Alabama in 
manufactures. The increase in cotton spin- 
dies is greater in these states and has 
been for several years. The republic of 
Mexico exempts new industries from tax- 
ation, admits duty free the materials for 
their construction and in many ways en- 
courages the growth of manufacturing en- 
terprises. As a consequence large sums are 
being invested by Americans, Englishmen 
and Germans in new industries. There 
are soap works, breweries, cotton facto- 
ries and varied enterprises being started 
in every state. Mexico is a vast field of 
development and will continue, in zpite 
of her financial system, as tong as such 
substantial encouragement is given. Labor 
is very cheap: ,too cheap, in fact, and 
the strong military arm of the government 
will not allow strikes of any sort. These 
things explain the wonderful development 
in old Mexico. 

The objection in Georgia over the object 
of the convention is that it would be 
class legislation. It is the protection of 
one form of industry at the expense of an- 
other. If cotton manufactures are to 
have remittance of city taxes, then rail- 
roads should enjoy such immunity also. 
If these interests are to be given such a 
bonus. surely the agricultural interests are 
worthy of state and county exemption, and 
sO on. 

The Press is in sympathy with the spirit 
of the convention. We would cheerfully 
contribute to every element for the encour- 
agement of manufacture: but the old 
democratic .wea of antipathy to govern- 
ment aid and to class legislation comes 
up and a movement for the amendment of 
the constitution will challenge some search- 
ing inquiries.

QUOTES PARDON BOARD REPORT 


Order Clearly Sets Forth Reason of 
Executive Clemency.

N a lengthy and interesting order issued 
yesterday morning, Governor Atkinson 
commuted the sentence of Tom Allen, 
the Bibb county murderer, to life imprison- 


ment. 

The order tells the reasons for the inter- 
ference of the governor, and contains the 
recommendations of the prison commission 
on the case. The document teils of the 
great pressure that has been brought to 
bear on the governor and the prison com- 
mission. and shows that the petition of 
Tom Allen was one of the strongest ever 
presented to the governor. 

Among the many grounds for the action 
is the fact that over 5,000 of the best peo- 
ple of Bibb, Jones and Monroe counties 
asked that the commutation be granted, 
and that the jury, the pres.ding judge and 
the solicitor general ail join in this re- 
quest. The legal questions which were 
brought out are presented, and the order 
makes clear every reason for executive 
clemency. 

The order in full is as follows: 

“in re Thomas }F. Allen, apyication for 
€xeculive ciemenhcy. 

“The applcant was convicted at the 
November term, 18%, of the Bibb super.or 
court of the crime ot murder and sentenced 
to be hanged, but whose execution has Deen 
delayed trom time to time to take effect 
February lith, 189. The priscn commis- 
sion, after considering the case at length, 
recommend a commutation of life imrs- 
Onment for the foilowing reasons: 

‘1. While the killing was legal murder,,. 
drunkenness being no excuse for crime, 
with every essential legal element, yet it 
was committed while defendant was in 
such a state of intoxication that he could 
not have realized tne enormity of his act, 
reason being so completely dethroned that 
he failed to recognize one of the officers 
who arrested him though he knew him well 
when sober and inquired even in the 
presence of his victim, a perfect stranger 
to him, still holding the smoking pistol in 
his hands, why he was being arrested; hor 
did a consciousness of his guilt return to 
him with sobra:ty, as he asked in jail the 
following morning why he had been im- 
prisoned, and apparently thought he was 
being joked when held for his crime: 
Malice, an essential element of murder, was 
present in a legal sense, and while 
such malice is and ought to be sufficient 
to constaAute such killing murder, yet it 


' does not and should not carry with it the 


same degree of criminality nor demand 
the same punishment as when actual mal- 


' ice as of hatred and ili-will is present, in- 


ducing one of sound mind and discretion 
to take the life of a human being in the 
peace of the estate, 

“These facts are proper to be considered 
not in ascertaining whether defendant has 
committed murder, but in fixing the pen- 
alty to be inflicted for the crime, especially 
as under the laws of Georgia there are 
no grades of murder, but two methods of 
punishment—viz: death by hanging and im- 
prisonment for life, left entirely to the 
Jury in trying the case. 


‘2. Holding similar views, the solicitor 


general who prosecuted him, now an able

‘If I was

to life imprisonment,’ as do many of the 


best lawyers of the state, who, having no 
interest 


in the case, have nevertheless 
asked for this commutation. 

‘3. The judge who presided at this trial, 
now a member of congress, strongly 
stating: ‘I 
respectfully recommend that the sentence 
of Tom Allen be commuted to life impris- 
onment. I presided at this trial, and, while 
I have no doubt of its absolute fairness 
and of his guilt of the crime charged, yet 
the fact that he was in a state of beastly 
intoxication at the time the crime was 
committed, and the further fact that he 
has been denied a review of his case by 
the court of last resort (although Dy his 
own voluntary act), move me to make this 
recommendation and to express the hope 
that you will see fit to he it.’ 

‘4. A majority of the jury who tried the 
case ask for commutation, one of them 
making affidavit that it was his first ser- 
vice as a juror, and that if he had under- 
stood that the verdict rendered meant a 
death sentence instead of life imprison- 
ment, he would not have consented thereto. 

‘3. In addition to many substantial 
reasons on which we have based our recom- 
mendations, herein made, it is at least 
gratifying to know that the largest petition 
perhaps ever presented to the executive 
for cleinency has been filed in this case 
together with numerous strong individual 
letters rcpresenting over 5.000 of the best 
citizens of the coiluties of Bibb, Jones and 
Monroe, and e:abracing bankers, mer- 
chants, farmers, lawyers, phys'cians, min- 
isters of the gospel, county officers, magis- 
trates and all other callings and profes- 
sions, asking for commutation. The 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
through its officers, together with many 
other of the best women of the counties 
named, have also requested commutation, 
as have several church congregations by 
forma! resolution. 

“6. In our op'nion, the ends of justice, in 
severe punishment of the criminal by one 
of the penalties fixed to law for murder 
and the protection of society, will be fully 
met. 

“The governor, having carefully consider- 
ing all these reasons presented by the 
prison commission, it is ordered 
that the sentence of said Tom 
Allen be and it is hereby commuted to life 
imprisonment, and that he be confined in 
the jail of Bibb county until such time as 
the penitentiary authorities shall have him 
transferred to the penitentiary.

MISSIONARIES TO BE PROTECTED 


Chinese Emperor Issues a Second Edict 
for This Purpose. 

New York, February 9.—A dispatch to 
The Herald from Peking says that the 
imperial edict issued at the demand of the 
German minister, being held to be unsatis- 
factory, a second edict was issued on Feb- 
ruary Ist. In this the emperor expressed 
great regret at the murder of two German 
missionaries at Kiao-Chou. The unfortunate 
crime, he said, was committed by banditti fn 
Shan Tung province.

Mr. Walker has consulted lawyers, and 
he writes to The Constitution stating that 
they have advised him that he has a good 
case against the railroads of the Western 
Passenger Association. His claim is based 
on the following provision of the interstate 


commerce act: 

“That if any common carrier subject to 
the provisions of thit act shall, directly or 
indirectly, by any special rate, re- 
bate. drawback or Other device, charge, 
demund, collect or receive from any person 
or persons a greater or less compensation 
for any service rendered or to be rendered, 
in the transportation of passengers, Ctc., 
than it charges, demands, collects or re- 
ceives from any other person or persons 
for doing for him or them a like and con- 
temporaneous service in the transportation 
of a like kind of traffic under substantially 
similar circumstances and conditions, such 
common carrier shall be deemed guilty of 
unjust discrimination, which is hereby pro- 
hibited and declared to be unlawful.” 

This act was amended March 2, 1889, per- 
mitting common carriers to make or give a 
reduced or special rate to the ministers of 
religion. 

In his letter to 
Walker says: 

“The common e¢arriers have seen fit to 
make a special rate for ministers of reli- 
gion. Why, it has nothing to do with the 
merits of the case. Inasmuch as they 
have seen fit to make it they are amen- 
abie to this law in the use of it. 

“The Western Passenger Association, 
which is nothigg more nor less than more 
than forty great railway corporations as- 
sociated under this name to facilitate their 
business, hag seen fit to deny me its spe- 
cial rate made for a class of Ameriean 
citizens by the ministers of religion. 

“Why? Because I saw fit to exercise my 
constitutional right of free speech in writ- 
ing for the press, which is guaranteed a 
like freedom, an article suggesting a re- 
form (which see among clippings) in which 
I used the expression ‘soulless corpora- 
tions.’ 

‘This is my case—rather the case of the 
American peaple versus the railway cor- 
porations of the United States. Can you, 
as ‘the editor of a great paper, afford to 
see an American citizen blacklisted for 
such a cause? Corporations are creatures 
of the law and the sooner they are made 
to appreciate that fact the better, not only 
for the present, but for the future of the 
United States. 

‘“T have not a dollar to-take th!s case into 
the courts. I have appealed to the public 
opinion of my country.” 

Railroad men in <Atlanta who were 
spoken to yesterday about this case of Mr 
Walker’s said that here in the south the 
railroads give half-fare permits to clergy- 
men in the interest of religion and good 
morals as they give half rates in cases of 
charity and often give free transportation 
to destitute people where there is good 
grounds for so doing. They deny Coke's 
maxim about corporations having no souls, 
In the common acceptation of the term, 
Tune corporate entity, of course, has none, 
but the managers claim to have souls and 
hearts. The larger systems down this way 
do not expect ‘the recipient of a pass or 
epecial rate to refrain from criticism of 
their actions and they advertise in papers 
which are hostile as well as in papers 
which are friendly. They do¢hink, though, 
that recipients of favors ought to give the

Fourteen of the nuggets, the largest ones 
in the collection, are owned by Mr. John 
Martin, of White county. These nuggets 
are fine specimens and are the pure metal 
without any foreign matter mixed in. 

Nine of the specimens are owned by Mr. 
R. K. Reaves, of Athens. These are also 
fine ones and the collection is ‘beautiful as 
well as valuable. Mr. Reaves also owns 
the crystallized gold specimen which is on 
exhibition with the nuggets. One of the 
very largest nuggets in the showcase is 
owned by Mrs. W. A. Charters, of White 
county. 

It will be remembered that a sensation 
was created about a year ago when some 
one attempted to force an entrance into the 
showcase containing these nuggets and 
specimens of gold ore. 

The showcase, as at present, sat before 
the door of tthe geological department. At 
that time there was only one lock on the 
case and this was almost prized open by 
the would-be thief. The discovery by one 
of the attaches of the department of the 
attempt to rob the case created no small 
sensation and for a great while the nuggets 
were kept in the safe in Professor Yeates’s 
office. 

Since that time two additional tocks have 
been placed on the showcase and it now 
stands in its old place displaying its valu- 
able collection of Georgia gold. 

There seems to be no doubt that these 
specimens will be purchased by the state 
at a reasonable price and .the collection 
will add very materially to the speci-nens 
how in the possession of the geological de- 
partment.

HE TALKS OF SIX-INCH MAINS. 


Judge George Hillyer Discusses Water 
Board’s Action. 

In regard to tho refusal of the water 
board to put in a six-inch water main in 
the new county jail, Judge George Hillyer 
says: 

“In your issue of Morday morning ap- 
pear several interviews, apparently making 
strictures on the water board for not allow- 
ing a six-inch openirg to run the elevators 
at the new eounty jail. 

“The jail is on Butler street. The main in 
that street is only six inches. Of course, 
we could not run the whole main in. We 
consulted the chief_of the fire department 
and city engineer,” and they, as well as 
our board, were all unanimous on the sub- 
jact. To put in a six-inch opening would 
seriously impair fire pressure 4nd endanger 
that whole section of the city. 

“As to expense: It would cost the city 
over $200 per month to run the jail elevator 
by direct pressure. They should have put 
in a tank, and pump the same water over 
and over again to run the elevators at the 
jail, just as the city does at the city hall, 
where a three-quarter-inch pipe is more 
than sufficient to run both the engine and 
the elevator, and just as you do in The 
Constitution building. They already have 
the boiler plant and the men at the jail, 
and can get the service they want at less 
than one-tenth of what it would cost the 
city ‘to run their works at the jail by direct 
pressure with filtered water pumped 
feet high from the river seven miles off. 

“We have always co-operated with the 
county commissioners. If the county made 
any outlay on a mistake as to the facts, 
it is not our fault. We would have told 
them if we had known what they were 
doing, or if they had asked us. The city 
furnishes water for the jail and the court- 
house free. That is enough. 

“Tf the water commissioners had not 
done their duty in this matter and we 
had had a terrible fire in consequence— 
like thev had inSavaniah Sunday night—for 
want of pressure in the mains—then, in- 
deed, we would have been subject to cen- 
sure. AS one Of OUr Water board remarked: 
‘If we had or should consent to put in that 
six-inch opening and run the elevators 
from the six-inch main on Butler street, 
we would all deserve to be impeached.’ ”’ 


WILD LAND GREATLY IN DEMAND 


Real Estate Men Have Inquiries for 
Tracts of Many Acres. 


Many inquiries are being made among 
the real estate firms of Atlanta for mill 
sites and large tracts of farming lands in 
all parts of the state. 

The real estate men are negotiating with 
a number of large operators in the north 
for tracts of land in Georgia. One of these 
is a body of timber land that is valued at 
$75,000, and the trade for this will probably 
be closed very* soon. The buyers will con- 
vert the forest into marketable material 
and dispose-of it.

A Queer Little Negro Who Wept Him- 
self Free. 


In Judge Andy's court yesterday after. 
noon the name of Joe McClain was called. 
and a diminutive negro, with a head which 
extended backwards until it looked like a 
monstrosity, walked from the prisoners’ 
room. 

The queer little prisoner is known in the 
city as the ‘“Goober.’’ He {s sawed off 
about the lower extremities, which gives 
him general make-up a grotesque appear- 
ance. He is as black as a piece of char- 
coal in a snowbank. , 

The arresting officer stated that “Goober” 
wus a@ vagrant, and a number fF thefts 
and even burglaries had been traced to 
the cunning of his hand. He had deserted 
the parental roof and his mother had dis- 
carded him. At night he slept under 
houses on piles of feathers, sacks or rags. 

The recorder told the little negro that 
he would fine him $30, so that he could 


, stay in the stockade for a whole month. 


Then “‘Goober’s’’ eyes filled with tears 
nd he wiped them with his grimy hands 


' and begged piteously to be given one more 


opportunity to reform. 
Solemnly he promised to go home and 
forever after be a good boy, Upon this 


‘Building and, Loan Association. 


The answer scathingly denounces Green's 
becoks as being dexzradingly obscene, and 
so immecral, dissolute and lewd in detail 
and vilely corrupt in language and sentl- 
ment as to disgrace the records of the 
court if they were spread there as evi- 
dence. They say that the contaminating 
influence of the books is beyond human 
conjecture. 

The district aticrney denies that Green 
was engaged in the general! publishing bus- 
iness at the time the books were seized. 
He denies that Green was engaged in hand- 
ling the publications of different firms and 
in soliciting subscriptions for works of art 
and of publications of an artistic and liter- 
ery character. But on the contrary, the 
respondents claim that Green was violating 
the law, regardless of public morals and 
common decency and with a corrupt de- 
sire to appeal to the vitiated and degraded 
tastes of those who are susceptible to such 
influences, engaged in scattering abroad his 
licentious and lustful books and pictures. 

The government officials deny that Green 
has a right to demand the return of his 
books on the ground that if the govern- 
ment keeps them it will be in violation of 
a citizen’s constitutional right not to give 
testimony against nimeelf. 

Judge Newman will hear the case Satur- 
day and will decide whether or not the 
90Ks and pictures shall be returned to 
Green. He will have a decision of the su- 
preme ccurt of the United States, in refer- 
ence to the book, the ‘‘Memoirs of Fiannie 
D. Hill.’" In the case quoted, the supreme 
court characterized the book as unfit to he 
copied in the bill of indictment and too 
lewd to be spread upon the minutes of the 
court. The report of that case says: “‘Court 
will not allow their records to be polluted 
by bawdy and obscene matter.” 

The case is one of general interest, and 
it will finally decide the question of whether 
or not a man can sell openly and legally 
books and pictures that are obscene and 
degrading.

It has not been decided yet when the 
convention will ‘be neld, as arrangements 
are pending with the railroads, but it {s 
thought now that it will be called for the 
middle of March. The idea in forming the 
‘new organization is not to take the labor 
un‘ons out of the American Federation un- 
less they so desire and it is not to be hostile 
to that organization Labor unions may 
belong to both, but it is hardly likely that 
they will affiliate with the American Fed- 
eration after they are members of the pro- 
posed organization. 
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EDEN PARK COTTON MILLS CASE. 


Interesting Litigation Is Pending in 
the United States Court. 

The Eden Park Cotton Mill Company fig- 
ured in the United States court again yes- 
terday, this time as the defendant in a 
Sulit for $18,000, and also as plaintiff in a 
companion suit against another company, 
brought as a protectién from loss if the suit 
in which it {s plaini#fé goes against it. 

The case is one of interest, especially so 
to those who are familiar with the history 
of the big enterprise which arose and 
flourished for a day at Douglasville. 

A big pile of charred brick an@ ashes 
marks the last of the company’s posses- 
sions. The cotton mill company was organ- 
ized several years ago, with Mr. Simon 
Baer as president and Colonel Joe S,. James 
as. vice president. With a large capital, the 
company built one of the finest factories 
in the south. The factory was unfortunate- 
ly constructed with the furnace directly be- 
neath the spinning rooms and a short time 
after it began operation a spark from an 
engine caught fire to the cotton and in u 
few hours the proud manufacturing estab. 
lishment was burned to the ground. The 
insurance, amounting to more than a hun- 
dred thousand dollars, had been placed in 
absolutely worthless companies and _ the 
factory was a total loss. 

Now Jeremiah Clarke is suing the com- 
pany for $18,000, which he claims the com- 
pany owes him for milling machinery. 
The suit is brought against the milline 
company and against Baer and James, sev- 
erally and individually. 

The officials of the 
claim that Clarke, who was a dealer in 
second hand machinery, represented the 
machinery as being in first-class condition. 
lt seems that while in transit from the 
dealers to Douglasville it was broken up 
and when it reached the mill, the officials 
claim, it was absolutely of no value. Being 
worthless, the machinery was refused and 
the officials. declined to pay for it. Clarke 
then brought suit against the milling peo- 
ple for $18,000. 

The case was heard before Judge New- 
man yesterday, but was not finished. To 
secure themselves against loss in ease 
Clarke wins his suit, the mill officials have 
brought suit against the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific for damages to 
the machinery. 


THE RACE FOR POLICE BOARD.

members say they will not pay the advanc- 
ed rate of insurance premium. They say 
they will quit the company first. 

But it is those who cannot afford to quit 
the company that are doing the most kick- 
ing. Many of them have reached an age 
where it would be impossible to secure a 
policy in any company and they Know 
they will never get insurance if they leave 
the Mutual Reserve Fund. 

The policy holders were not looking for 
an increase, and a day or two ago, when 
they received notices telling them that 
they would have to pay twice as much for 
their insurance as heretofore, they were 
both angry and surprised. 

Not all of the policy holders are forced 
to pay double, but the increase is in pro- 
portion ta the age of the policy holder. 
For instance, Dr. J. F. Alexander, who 
has been paying $600 a year on a $10,000 
policy, will hereafter be forced to pay $1,200. 
He says he will not pay it. 

Mr. 8S. P. Richards, a younger man, first 
paid $156 a year on a $5,00) policy. A 
short time ago it was increased to $324 
a year and shoftly afterwards it was in- 
creased to $00 a year. As he grows older 
he will have to pay additional increases, 
If Dr. Alexander pays his assessed pre- 
miums for eight years longer, he will pay 
during that time about as much as his 
policy calls for at death. 

The policy holders are 
less and have no redress. The policies of 
the company give the officers a right to 
increase the assessments so as to meet the 
mortality expenses. Now, they claim, this 
mortality rate increases aS a Man grows 
older, and they demand that the policy 
hoiders pay more as they grow older, s0 
as to meet the increasing rate of death. 

Fifteen-year policies caused the trouble. 

The agents of the company claim that they 
are forced to make the raise to meet ex- 
penges. They have sent out the following 
letter of explanation to their policy hold- 
ers: 
“To Members, Fifteen-Year Class, *iutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association: The call 
herewith issued is to mé€et your proportion- 
ate share of the mortality of the entire 
association and js determined in accord- 
ance with the terms of your contract and 
in virtue of the power reserved to and duty 
resting upon the association, 

‘The cost of life insurance is necessarily 
an increasing cost, since increasing age 
carries increasing liability to death; but 
the payments by which that cost is to 
be met may be upon either a level basis or 
one following the natural increase of cost. 
In tbe former case, there must be very 
considerable accumulation in the earlier 
years, which will be employed to meet the 
excess of cost in later years, thus main- 
taining uniformity of payment, This meth- 
od was not in use in this association at 
the time your contract was issued. 

“The only legitimate modification of the 
increasing rate of payment presented by 
the alternate method, under which the as- 
sociation operated exclusively at the time 
when the fifteen-year certificates were is- 
sued, is through the application of any 
specially provided accumulation or by sav- 
ings in death cost. 

‘The amount provided in the earlier years 
of this class in the way of accumulation 
has been employed, under direction of its 
membership, in maintaining rates below 
the contract basis and so much below those 
ot current age as to allow no margin of 
accumulation in the later years, but in- 
stead to require the gradual absorption of 
the earlier accumulations until! all avail- 
able sums have been so employed, and now 
this class must devend to pay its propor- 
tionate share of the mortality of the as- 
sociation upon the current payments of 
its members, which must be made large 
enough to cover that share. There exists 
no other source from which to meet it.” 

The Atlanta policy holders are nearly all 
too old to get into another company and 
they feel desperately indignant at their 
helpless plight. Some of them say that 
they could have joined an old line com- 
pany twenty years ago, beginning with 
much higher rates, and now would not 
have been paying nearly so much. Dr. 
Alexander said yesterday that an indig- 
nation meeting would be held soon.

DEKALB COURT CASE ARGUED. 


Attorneys for County and Taxpayérs 
Before Supreme Court. 

The recent proceedings commenced 
against the city court of DeKalb county, 
claiming that it was an illegal tribunal 
and had never been properly constituted, 
according to the law, were argued in the 
supreme court yesterday morning. 

Colonel C. W. Smith represented the 
court and Colonel W. W. Braswell repre- 
sented the taxpayers wh@ wished the 
court abolished. The arguments were brief 
and the contentions of the two sides were 
submitted in writing. Some time will be 
required for the decision. 

A month ago a number of taxpayers of 
the county’ of DeKalb thought that the 
court was too expensive to the county, 
and that fhe work which was done by it 
could easily be turned over to the superior 
court of the county. They employed At- 
torney W. W. Braswell to 100k into the 
organization of the cuurt and learn if it 
could not be abolished according to law, as 
the last legislature had falied to pass a 
bill introduced by Mr. Henderson to de- 
stroy it. 

After afi investigation, it was: learned 
that the court was not organized under 
the general law, providing that in counties 
of aver a certain population .a city court 
could be established on the recommendation 
of two successive grand juries, but had 
been established by a special act of the 
legislature, therefore it was not legally con- 
stituted and could not stand, it was 
claimed. 

A habeas corpus proceeding Was com- 
menced to secure the liberty of a negro 
who had been arrested on a warrant from 
the court. The writ was heard before 
Judge Candler. who decided that the court 
was a legal dispensary of justice. It was 
then taken to the supreme cour and the 
arguments delivered yesterday. It is con- 
fidently believed that the court will not be 
abolished by the decision of the supreme 
court. If it is. it is claimed, the old coun- 
ty court that existed for a very short time 
before the city court was formed will con- 
tinue in ex'stence and have the same juris- 
diction. The court as it now stands was 
orgenized in 1883 and has given judgments 
in a number of large cases, the aggregate 
amounting to over $200,000. If the court 
shouid be declared illegal by the supreme 
court, an interesting question would arise 
as to what right the court had in deliv- 
ering judgments.

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J. R. Roseberry Files Petition To Re- 
open Case for Damages.

LETTERS OF MISS. HORTON 


Case Has Been Through Justice Cook’s 
Court and Watch Was Awarded 
to Miss Horton There. 


' ‘The recent suit for damages filed against 

R. Roseberry by Miss Clifford Hayton 
will have another chapter to it wheff the 
petition to reopen the case so that hé can 
introduce new evidence in his original plea, 
is filed by Roseberry’s attorney in the 
clerk's office this morning. 


It was stated in The Constitution that 


Roseberry had instituted a bail trover pro- 
ceeding against Miss Horton to secure the 


possession of a watch. 

The petitioner claims that N. P. Ander- 
son, a constable of the justice court, seized 
the watch, which was the afticle in dis- 
pute, and held it until by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction it had been adjudged 
to the proper party. 

On October 17th the case was tried before 
Justice Cook and after hearing the evi- 
dence from both sides he awarded the 
watch to Miss Horton. 

The story in connection with the trial 
before Justice Cook is that Roseberry vis- 
ited Miss Horton for some time, and while 
paying her attention gave to her the watch 
in question. 

Time, it seems, as it is wont to do, chang- 
ed the heart of Roseberry and he wooed 
and won another young woman. Then 
came,the court proceedings, it is said, for 
the recovery of the watch. The petition 
states the court awarded the watch to Miss 
Horton. 

In her petition for damages Miss Horton 
claims that she was humiliated by the 
court proceeding and asks that the court 
award her $1,000 as punitive damages. 

Roseberry now enters the court and 
asks to be allowed to make a proper 
showing. He claims that he has just found 
some important evidence that will show 
the watch to be his. This new evidence is 
several letters that were sent by Miss Hor- 
ton to Roseberry. 

The petition says that since the first trial 
petitioner has procured and is in possession 
of testimony that he did not have on the 
first trial of the cage. 

Roseberry in his petition produces the 
following letter: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 28, 1897.—Mr. Rose- 
berry: If you want to sell the watch I 
will buy it, for I like it. I dd not know 
you wanted it as I have offered it to you 
on three or four occasions and you said you 
did not want it. I won’t send it now until 
I see you and see what your price is. Re. 
spectfully, CLIFFORD HORTON.” 

Then follows another: 

“September 1/, 1897.—Mr. Roseberry: T 
have been intending to come to see you 
all th's time, but have neglected it. EF want 
the watch I am willing to pay what it 
is worth. I will come to see you just as 
soon as I can, either tomorrow or Mon- 
day. I wilh be giad if you could come out 
here this evening, as it will be impossible 
to come by there this evening. 

“CLIFFORD HORTON.” 

The petition alleges that the following 
was received the day before the bail trover 
suit was filed: 

“Mr. Roseberry: I am down at L’la’s this 
morning and I want to see you. Please 
come down here this morning. Respectful- 
ly, CLIFFORD HORTON." 

The petition alleges that he was prevent- 
ed from showing his evidence in the case 
on account of not having the evidence at 
hand, and says that no fraud or neglizence 
entered into it. He asks that the case be 
reopened. 

Roseberry further prays that he be al- 
lowed to perfect his appeal to the jury on 
account of the new evidence, and that said 
Clifford Horton be restrafned from pro- 
ceeding with her suit.

He Threatened an Attorney in Court 
and Narrowly Escaped a Fine 
for Contempt.

Yesterday was an eventful day in the 
lif of G. O. Thomason, a middle-aged 
man, of this city. 

He obtained a judgment against his wife 
for $27.50 in Justice Landrum’s court, 
threatened the lawyer opposing him in the 
Case, Narrowly escaped a fine for contempt 
of court, was arrested on a bench war- 
rant charging him with bigamy, and was 
finally by a deputy sheriff landed in jail, in 
a condition, say the jailers, of intoxication. 
He had not sufficiently recovered at a 
late hour last night to be seen. 

Thomason is said to have been indicted 
by the grand jury on the charge of bigamy. 
His present wife is Mre. Mary E. Thom- 
ason, nee Brown, and it is said the couple 
has figured in police circles on ‘several 
occasions on account of quarrels resulting 
from the infelicity of their matrimonial 
venture. 

Some time ago Thomason and his wife 
He claims he repaired her 
house for her during their honeymoon. 
He alleged that these repairs were needed 
by the house, and that its attractiveness 
was materially increased after they had 
been made. 

After the separation he remembered he 
had received no pay for his work, and ac- 


curdingly-entered suifthrough his attorneys 


Frank Haralson and James Arnold, for 
$53. As an offset to this claim, Mrs. Thom- 
ason remembered that she had received 
no money for board during the time 
Thomason had lived at her house, and she 
accordingly made demand for it through 
her counsel, W. J. Speairs. 

During the trial of the case before 
Justice Landrum yesterday Mr. Speairs is 
Said to have addressed an exceedingly un- 
complimentary remark to Mr. Haralson, 
not, however, applying it to him. Thom- 
ason thought the remark was applied to 
him, and rose up, grasping a huge stick. 
He stepped off the witness stand and ad- 
vanced toward Mr. Speairs, but bystanders 
prevented the witness from striking the 
attorney. During the remainder of the trial] 
a bailiff was stationed by the side of 
Thomason to prevent another outbreak. 

After receiving a verdict favorable to 
him, Thomason left the court, but was 
soon after arrested on a bench warrant 
charging bigamy. He is at present in fail, 
awaiting a hearing in his case, which will 
come up at the next term of the superior 
court.
